Secretary of Treasury, 
Sees No Inherent 
Unsoundness 


N. Washington Bureag 
Washington, Dec, 13.-—The 
high earning power of the Amer- 
ican people, from which comes 
the nation’s great buying power, 
is indicated by large increases in 
sales during the last year of mo- 
tor cars, and “many other articles 
orice considered luxuries,” Sec- 
retary of the Treasury Andrew 

Mellon declares in his annual re- 
port submitted to Congress this 
week, adding that another indi- 
cation of prosperity is the amount 
of travel by motor in this modern 
age. 

“From the preliminary tax fige« 
ures of profits and earnings just 
compiled,” says Secretary Mellon, 
“it can be safely stated that the 
country has reached a level of 
national income not before exceede 
ed. This country has been exceede 
ingly prosperous for the past five 
years and prosperity is continue 
ing.” 

Of pertinent concern to the aue 
tomotive industry is the secretary’s 
views on the question of installe 
ment buying which he charactere 


izes as being “nothing inherently 
unsound” when within certain 
limits. 


“The increase in installment-plan 
buying has caused much discuse 
sion,’’ he writes. “All installment 
purchase means that instead of 
postponing the enjoyment of some 
article until the purchaser hag 
saved up the money required to 
make the purchase, he takes ims 
mediate enjoyment, paying out of 
future and not past savings. 

“It has been customary to buy 
household furnitwre and pianos on 
the installment plan, and its extene 
sion to automobiles, washing mae 
chines and similar articles repree 
sents only a natural enlargement 
of the articles purchased for per= 
sonal use. 

“One of the results of the extene 
sion of installment purchases has 
been to increase the immediate 
consumptive power of the public 
and thus permit large production 
and full employment to continue.” 

He points out that the increase 
in savings deposits, in building and 
loan associations, in life insurance 
and in investments shows that ine 
stallment buying has not yet 
reached a point “‘where it intere 
feres with the intelligent saving of 
the American people.” 

The secretary warns, however, 
that there are two elements of 
weakness in the plan against which 
the public should guard. 

“The purchaser should be é¢are- 
ful that the article to be acquired 
upon credit has a real and permae 
nent value and that he does not 
tie up too much of future earniags 
for his present enjoyment, Mr, Mele 
lon declares. 

“Secondly, if demand should de- 
cline there is danger that to stime- 
ulate further consumption the 
terms of payment may be so light- 
ened as to make the credit unsound 
from a banking standpoint, and 
the finance companies and banks 
thus become holders of large 
amounts of slow and uncollectible 
paper. 

“Subject to avoidance of these 
dangers, installment buying does not 
yet seem to be menacing our finan- 
cial soundness.”

CARS EXPLAINED 


Dodge Bros. Plan Has

of a policy recommended for use 
of their dealers in handling nsed 
cars, was first originated by ... B. 
Taney, now general manager for 
the Harvey E. Mack Company, 
northwest Dodge distributor 
when he was used car manager 
for that distributor. 

This statement has been some- 
what revised since its organization 

The actual market value of a 
used car depends entirely on its 
make, appearance, mechanical con- 
dition, and the demand based upon 
the reputation of that make of car. 
All used cars will be purchased by 
us for cash or taken in as part pay- 
ment on new cars only as outiined 
in the following examples: 

A. We will assume that the 
gales value of a certain used cal 
in marketable condition is $600. 

B. From this figure we shall 
deduct 15 per cent. as follows: 5 
per cent. for selling commission; 
6 per cent. for overhead, including 
rent, light, insurance, etc., and 5 
per cent. for advertising, guaran- 
tee on used car to buyer, and in- 
terest on money invested—$90. 

Cc. Experience has shown that it 
costs about $84 to recondition thor- 
oughly a car of this model in this 
condition. This amount is dcter- 
mined for each car by a careful 
appraisal made by a technical ex- 
pert who knows the cost of the 
work required. This may include 
overhauling the engine or other 
units, replacing worn bushings in 
the chassis, repainting the body, 
dressing the top, replacing tires or 
any other work necessary in order 
that we may indorse it as a re- 
liable used car—$84—$174. 

D. it is quite evident that the 
actual value of a used car or the 
allowance price must be obtained 
by deducting the sum of B plus C 
from A, which is $426.

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En The Tax Fight 


NLESS signs fail, there is going to be a very pretty 
U battle in Congress over the question of lifting the 
remaining excise taxes on automotive and other industries.. 
The Democrats are lining up to fight for elimination of these 
special wartime taxes, which were justified as an emergency 
measure, but certainly have no permanent place in our 
scheme of raising national funds. 

Representative John N. Garner, minority leader of 
the House Ways and Means Committee, made his posi- 
tion clear the other day when he said: “We virtually 
promised the car owners that we would give them relief 
as soon as we could, and now is the time to doit. The 
contention of some that we should keep on taxing motor 
car buyers and use the money for road building is not 
justifiable. We haven’t spent half of what we have col- 
lected from the motorists for road building, and it would 
take many years to catch up at the present rate of Fed- 
eral aid.” 

The bill which Mr. Garner has introduced proposes a 
permanent tax cut of $335,000,000 to be made through 
reduction of corporation tax and the elimination of the auto- 
mobile, amusement, club and stamp taxes. 

When the Ways and Means Committee last year reduced 
the automobile tax from 5 to 3 per icent., it went on record 
as favoring the earliest possible elimination of excise taxes as 
a principle. President Coolidge in his recent message defi- 
nitely took a stand against lifting the remaining tax on 
motor cars. If the question of tax relief becomes a partisan 
issue, the Republicans will outvote the Democrats, and the 
imposition will remain. The automobile industry’s chance 
lies in the possibility that party lines will be broken and 
favorable action be taken. 








Production and ‘Sales 


T HAS been the pleasant duty of the Automotive Daily 
News to note from time to time the success of the auto- 
motive industry in maintaining a careful balance between 
production and sales of its commodities. Col. Ayres of 
Cleveland, one of the best known commentators in the coun- 
try on economic subjects, has on several occasions paid the 
industry compliments on this phase of its activities. This 
means simply that the industry has so regulated its produc- 
tion that it has a remarkable flexibility in meeting current 
conditions. When demand is heavy, the industry has the 
production facilities to meet it. If demand slackens tempo- 
rarily, the industry can automatically drop its production, 
without impairing its efficiency. No industry could possibly ; 
be in a happier situation as regards this important phase of! 
its business. 

In his recent statement, Alfred P. Sloan, Jr., president 
of General Motors, touched on this matter illuminatingly. 
“There has been much loose talk,” said Mr. Sloan, “concern- 
ing stocks of unsold cars. While I cannot speak for the 
industry as a whole, I know that General Motors stocks are 
on a conservative basis. For about two years we have abso- 
lutely regulated our production in line with retail sales, and 
this will continue to be our policy. The buying season is 
still before us, but with the beginning of the new year I 
estimate that our stock of unsold cars in dealers’ hands will 
equal considerably less than a month’s sales at the current 
rate of consumption. Our stocks of unsold cars have not 
shown an increase proportionate to the tremendous growth 
in our business, and are, therefore, on a more conservative 
basis than at the end of either 1924 or 1925.” 

An industry in such a condition as the one indicated 
by Mr. Sloan’s statement is in a position to meet any finan- 
cial or economic condition that may arise.
